. County employees about $15 a 
m onth and cost the taxpayers 
about $28,000 a year.

The earlier in ­ 
creases were "cost of living a d ­

“We are more than satisfied 
with the grass.” Susalla said. 
"And if it holds up throughout 
the summer. I wouldn’t be sur­ 
prised if m any other courses in 
California and Arizona put it 
in". 
SUSALLA SAID the scientific 
aspects of transplanting the 
grass from A r a b i a to Palm 
Springs was handled by Dr. 
Robert McCormack of the Uni­ 
versity of Southern California. 
"Once a month we take a 
sam ple oí the soil from every 
100 feet of the fairways and 
send it to Los Angeles to be 
analyzed,” Susalla said. "Then 
Dr. McCormack makes up the 
formula for the fertilizer we 
use. Sometimes we will have 
as many as six different for­ 
m ulas for sections of the links. ’ 
SUSALLA SAID that while the 
m ain thing the desert country 
clubs are interested in is pro­ 
ducing a grass that will not 
burn up in the blazing sun. this 
Arabian grass offers advantages 
that w o u l d apply in other 
climates. 
"While the original cost of 
this grass is considerable more 
than other types, the upkeep 
is less," Susalla said. "It is 
not necessary to be continuously 
re-seeding a golf course since 
chewing fesque reseeds itself. 
It uses a little more water than 
other types of grass." 
THE PHYSICAL characteristics 
of the grass are ideal for golf 
courses. The grass blades are 
about half the width of rye 
grass and they stand straight 
up. When walked upon the 
grass feels like walking across 
a heavy-cushioned rug. It leaves 
no indication of being trampled 
as each blade springs back to 
position immediately. 
Of extra interest to the golfer 
is the toughness of the Arabian 
grass. A ball coming to light 
on it is held up by the grass 
blades giving the same effect 
as having it teed up for each 
shot.

pital” in addressing the commit­ 
tee workers at the Youth Center 
Monday night. 
"Palm Springs needs the ser­ 
vices of this blood bank urgent­ 
ly", he said. "At present, when we 
need blood for transfusions, we 
must get on the telephone and 
hunt out blood donors. Often this 
causes a long delay—and this 
delay can 
actually threaten a 
person’s life." 


HE SAID that in a recent case 
five transfusions were required 
in a m atter of hours. 


When the blood is not avail­ 
able within 
the Village from 
professional donors or 
friends, 
the hospital must send a frantic 
call to Los Angeles, and wait for 
the precious fluid to be sent here 
by bus. 
The two-county blood 
bank, 
which is costing $70,000 to build 
and equip, will maintain an a m ­ 
ple supply of all types of blood 
on hand at the Palm Springs hos­ 
pital 
for use on a m oment’s 
notice. This same service will be 
provided the more than 20 hos­ 
pitals of the two counties. 


DEPOSITS of blood will he re- 
eeived by the bank in a manner 
similar to t hat of a financial in ­ 
stitution. The deposits will be 
good for a year, and the blood
